Sciarrotta also said the coun­ 
cil had invited the attorney 
general's office to conduct the 
investigation, opened examina­ 
tions for the police chief's po­ 
sition, and acted on the re­ 
ports as they were presented. 
"We had a job," he said, "and 
we did it."

Speaking of criticism of the 
council for not making the at­ 
torney general's reports public, 
Sciarrotta said the men who 
voted against making them 
public did so "on the advice of 
the city attorney and not be 
cause they were fearful of the 
contents or fearful of being 
implicated" He added he 
hoped the day would come 
"when this body will be free 
to make the reports available."

SCIARROTTA challenged 
candidates to "run on thei 
own merits and specific is­ 
sues." He added. "The Tor 
ranee Herald is to be compli 
mented on its editorial con 
cerning this subject."

In closing. Sciarrotta said 
his statement was not to be 
"construed that I am endors­ 
ing all the incumbents or any 
other candidate."
